Three people died Wednesday 
morning’ from accidents in 
Wilmington, Wareham and 
Framingham. Police said alcohol 
was not a factor in the Wilmington 
and Wareham crashes. Authorities 


would not comment on the 
Framingham crash. 
Wilmington | police said 


29-year-old Kathleen Ward Nunez 
of Rockport, a Jaguar service 


advisor at Woburn Foreign 
Motors, died of injuries in a two 
car collision at the intersection of 
Woburn and Wildwood Streets just 
after 12:30 a.m. Her car crossed 
the road and hit another car. 

The driver of the other car, 
49-year-old Peter Pullano of 
Burlington was treated at 
Winchester Hospital and released. 

Mrs, Ward-Nunez was born in 
Beverly. She graduated from 
Bishop Fenwick High School in 


1985 and from the University of 
New Hampshire with a bachelor's 
degree.in English in 1989. 

She spent two years teaching 
English in Honduras with the Peace 
Corps. 

An unidentified 60-year-old man 
was killed in Wareham at the 
intersection of the Cranberry 
Highway and Onset Avenue at 
about 1:10 a.m. when his car was 
struck by a car driven by 
39-year-old Arthur Elger of 
Buzzard’s Bay. 


Elger was arrested and charged 
with motor yehicle homicide, 
operating to endanger and leaving 
the scene of an accident, Police 
said he was speeding. 

Authorities said an unidentified 
man_ in his late 20s or early 30s 
was killed in a single car accident 
on Edgell Road in Framingham 
just after 12:30 a.m.. The man's 
car went out of control and hit a 
pole. Police are investigating the 
cause of that crash. 


Plans call for Woburn to tie 
industrial area to Wilmington

Before plans for the entire area 
progress much further, the 
executive director of the Woburn 
Business Association would like to 
sce a litthe more discussion on the 
project to extend Commerce Way 
to meet up with Presidential Way 
in the Industri-Plex area at the 
Wilmington line. 

Presently, Presidential Way is 
accessed only from Route 38 in 
Wilmington by way of Woburn 
Street, Wilmington. It is currently 
the fastest growing industrial area 
in the city of Woburn with the 
addition of three new, large 
buildings within the past year 

"I wish we could all be on the 
same page,” Woburn Business 
Association (WBA) Executive 
Director Paul Meaney said at a 
recent meeting of the Woburn 
Redevelopment Authority (WRA). 

He noted a visit from Mayor 


Robert Dever is expected at the 
next WBA meeting in January with 
the Commerce Way issue expected 
to be high on the agenda. 

Meaney said he was concerned 
because the latest plans for "Parcel 
B." located on the Wilmington side 
of the proposed interchange, show 
Commerce Way dead-ending 

AL issue is approximately 1,600 
feet of roadway which would have 
to be put down to connect the 
current end of Commerce Way 
through to Presidential Way. 

The city has receive a state grant, 
Meaney said, for the planned 
upgrade of the present length of 
Commerce Way. But there is not 
enough money in the grant to also 
cover extending the road, he said. 

Some expected the grant to be in 
the $3 million range, Meancy said, 
but the current feeling is the cily 
can expect only about $1.9 million 


for the lighting, sidewalks, and 
other general repairs to the present 
stretch of Commerce Way from 
Mishawum Road to Atlantic 
Avenue. 

In recent months, Aliron 
(Wilmington's largest employcr), 
the KMS company, and 
Connoisseurs have all built large 
lacilities off Presidential Way with 
another 60 acres of land still 
available, Meaney said. 

Walter James, Undercover Wear 
(visible from Route 93) has been 
located on Presidential Way for 
many years. 

“People building on the other 
side (Presidential Way) are 
building with that intention (that 
the road will go through,)" 
Meaney said. “My involvement is 
to speak for those businesses.”

Trash incinerator is 
drawing fire 


Local activists, including those 
from Wilmington, North Reading, 
Burlington and Winchester, are 
fighting to shut down a regional 
garbage incinerator, and they say 
the outcome has implications far 
beyond their neighborhood. 

Alarmed by a Department of 
Environmental Protection report 
that the Northeast Solid Waste 
Committee incinerator is the state's 
largest single source of mercury 
pollution, the Merrimack Valley 
Environmental Coalition wants the 
plant closed when jts contract 
expires in 2005 

The coalition says mercury 
emissions from the smokestacks of 
the huge incinerator travel far 
beyond the Merrimack Valley and 
into all of eastern Massachusetts 
and southern New Hampshire. But 
the 23 towns that send “their 
garbage there are proving tough to 
convince that there's a problem. 

"People are worried about the 
Chicken Litthesyndrome - you 
know, running around saying the 
sky is falling,” said Ed Meagher, a 
professor of environmental ethics 
at Salem State College and a leader 
of the anti-incinerator forces. "But 
in this case, the stuff falling from 
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the sky is pretty scary." 

The two year DEP study, 
released in July, said that more 
than half the poisonous mercury in 
Massachusetts lakes and rivers 
came from waste incinerators, 
which once were touted as a clean 
alternative to landfills. 

“People thought you would put 
your trash into incinerators and it 
would disappear," said Eric 
Weltman of the Toxics Action 
Center, "But all you're doing is 
putting the trash into the air." 

The DEP report said municipal 
and medical waste incinerators in 
Massachusetts dump nearly four 
tons of mercury into the 
environment each year - the largest 
single source. Mercury also comes 
from burning coal, oil and sludge 
and even from cremation. 

Consuming mercury can cause 
memory loss, hearing loss, loss of 
vision, paralysis, deformity and 
even death. 

The Merrimack Valley has four 
incinerators, one each in Haverhill, 
Lawrence and North Andover for 
trash and one in Lawrence f6F 
medical waste. 

“We're overincinerated," said 
Meagher, who became active in 
environmental issues after his son 
died at 20 of a lung disease. "We 
bear much too much of the 
burden.” 

Jim Mclver, 
manager, said recently that 
scrubbers “and other new 
technology now required by the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
agency are scheduled to be 
retrofitted to the plant before the 
year 2000, bringing mercury 
emissions within government 
limits. He said those improvements 
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should address the residents’ 
concerns. 

Twenty-three towns send their 
waste to the incinerator,which was 
built in 1985: Acton, Andover, 
Arlington, Bedford, Belmont, 
Boxboro, Burlington, Carlisle, 
Dracut, Hamilton, Lexington, 
Lincoln, Manchester, North 
Andover, North Reading, Peabody, 
Tewksbury, Watertown, Wenham, 
Westford, West Newbury,

cost about $800,000 including the 
installation of all the necessary 
infrastructure (water lines, 
drainage, etc.) 

He said there is a clean corridor 
in place for the road, but if the 
land were ever sold it would 
become a much more difficult 
project to tackle 

Meaney said he believed there 
was a bit of a "power play” going 
on with various sides waiting for 
each other to pick up the ball (and 
the cost) for the project. 

“L would like to see us all get on 
the same page,” Meaney said. “If 
you want these people (the 
Presidential Way firms) to 
participate (help pay), let's say 
that.” 

Meaney said he just hoped the 
WRA would keep the project in 
mind as il reviews various aspects 
of the different plans for the entire 
area. 

Currently, plans for the new 
interchange with Route 93 are on 
track with construction possibly 


beginning within the next year or 


two. 
There are also plans for a 
regional transportation center 


across from the new interchange 
which have received varying 
degrees of support. 

A large retail development is set 


for the "Parcel A" on the 
Mishawum Road side of the new 
interchange with Target 
department stores recently 


overtaking Home Depot as the 
proposed “anchor” to the site. 

On the other side of the new 
interchange, a “mixed use 
development” is being planned for 
“Parcel B.” 

Only in the conceptual stage, 
approximately 750,000 square fect 
of office and hotel space is being 
planned for the site.

Wilmington and Winchester. 

Each is voting whether or not to 
extend their contracts with the 
NESWC plant or find another way 
to dispose of their garbage. 

It's a tough fight because it's all 
about economic © viability," 
Meagher said. 

Mercury from the NESWC plant 
does not necessarily settle in the 
immediate vicinity, according to 
the DEP. Much of it travels 
through the air before it settles on 
the ground and in the rivers of 
New England. 

"So the mercury from this 


incinerator is not only an issue for 
the people in the Merrimack 
Valley,” Weltman said. "It's an 
issue for everyone whg eats." 
Nearly 40 Massachusetts lakes 
and rivers already contain so much 
mercury that the state has issued 
warnings against eating the fish. 
The mercury level in New England 
is equal to or greater than 
anywhere else in North America. 
"The fact is, pollution moves 
around so much that no matter 
where you live you're most likely 
getting the effects of somebody 
else's pollution," Meagher said.

Not since perhaps the early 80's

Speculation has it that if Torpey 


can repeat his past two seasons of ,

As a freshman, Torpey started 
his career at WHS with four goals.

style. 

Torpey really came into his 
own as a sophomore when he 
scored 15 goals and assisted on 22 
others for 37 points. That year he 
was among the league leaders in 
points in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference, while. being named 
to the All-Star team and being 
named to the honorable mention 
All-Conference squad. 

Last year as a Cape Ann Lea 
gue All-Star, Torpey’s goal scor- 
ing helped lead the team to its 
second straight state tournament 
appearance, After scoring 20 
goals and assisting on 12 others 
during the regular season, Torpey 
added an assist with the two-day 
overtime loss to Duxbury in the 
first round of the state tourna- 


ment. But, Dennis and his team- 
mates would like to advance far- 
ther in the tournament than the 
first round, 

“We just have to take one game 
at a time because we have a 
tendency to overlook teams,” Tor- 
pey said. “I don’t know why we 
do that, but if we start to really 
concentrate, | think we can pul a 
good winning streak together. 
But we have to start by con- 
centrating on the ones we have 
that day. 

“We kind of did that [Saturday 
against Triton],” Torpey conti- 
nued. “We always see what the 
other team can do first instead of 
playing our game.

Scanlon was right when he said 
Torpey always scores the big 
goals. Scanlon also said that the 
other kids on the team look to 
Torpey to be the leader and to put 
the biscuit in the basket. And as 
of-right now Torpey has scored 
45 goals and he has assisted on 42 
others for 87 points - and that has

come on limited ice time as a 
treshman, plus two full seasons 
and seven games thus far this 
season.

In Massachusetts, howev 
er, the 351 cities and towns are

The problems with Middlesex 
County were brought to light 
after the Middlesex County hos- 
pital defaulted its loan on 
December 13,1996.

state seeking financial assis- 
tance. At the time of the meet- 

ing, there was, no plans of the 
county's liabilities, no provisions 
for the approach to default, and 
no viable means of payment for 
the debt of the county 
Obviously, some long term solu 
tions for the county, and the 
entire system of county govern- 
ment, are sorely needed. 

I have been a proponent of 
abolishing county governmént 
since | started my tenure as a 
state legislator. Back in 1986- 
1988, | served on a 15 person 
charter commission that wrote 
a new constitution for Middlesex 
County. During that time, | 
made it clear that I believed 
abolishing county government 
was in the best interest for the 
citizens of the Commonwealth. 

The majority of functions 
that counties once provided 


have been absorbed by the state 
and have left counties with very 
few duties left to perform 
Given the current situation, it 
seems to make sense to take the 
remaining duties of the counties 
would become obsolete in my 
district. For example, the coun- 
ty dog officer, who is used pri- 
marily when livestock is 
attacked by dogs, has no reat 
place of business in the area in 
which we reside. 


I expect that by this spring, 
“there will be a vote on legisla- 
tion to abolish county govern 
ment as we know it Since 
Middlesex County has been an 
impetus in what had been a 
slow-moving operation to 
change county government, | 
hope to take an active role in 
this process.

How can I strip off old paint? 


Stripping all the old paint or 
varnish from a piece of furni- 
ture using a chemical paint 
remover is vital to give the 
piece a spanking new finish. 

But if all that’s wrong with a 
furniture surface is hazing, 
general dinginess or some 
rings, you may be able to give 
the piece a nice-looking finish 
with a lot less elbow grease 
using refinisher, which is less 
potent. 

Refinishing 

Sold in paint and hardware 
stores, refinisher melts and 
rejuvenates the finish without 
destroying it completely as 
paint remover does. Just brush 
it on, wait the recommended 
time, then rub it with fine steel 
wool. You get reworked finish 
that is lighter in color than the 
old one, with shallow scratches 
and dirt removed. Note, how- 
ever, that. refinisher won't 
change a piece’s basic color, 
rescue a thin, flaky finish, or 
repair deep stains or gouges. 
To. learn the effects of 
refinisher, experiment first on 
a piece that isn’t valuable. 

Stripping 

When using a chemical paint 
remover, take precautions. If a 
product is strong enough to 
remove paint, you don’t want 
to breathe it or get it on your 
skin or in your eyes. Wear long 
sleeves and pants, safety gog- 
gles, solvent-resistant vinyl or 
rubber gloves and a respirator 
with an organic-vapor filter. 
Work in a well-ventilated area 
— outdoors if possible. 

The wisest course is to use a 
water-base stripper whenever 
possible. It takes longer to 
work and raises the grain of 
the wood, but it’s less noxious 
than chemical strippers that 
contain methylene chloride, 
which is fast-acting but toxic. 
Avoid methylene chloride if 
someone in your family is preg. 
nant, has heart or lung pro! 
lems, or is sensitive to chemi- 


cal fumes. 

Here are some tips on strip~, 
ping: 

— After removing the 
hardware to prepare a~’piece 
for stripping, fill the keyhole 
and screw holes with twisted 
bits of newspaper before apply- 
ing the stripper. The paper will 
keep the holes from getting 
clogged with stripper sludge, 
which is difficult to remove 
after it dries and hardens. 


— Take the tedium out of 
stripping hinges, knobs and + 
other hardware. Fill an old cof- / 
fee can with enough stripper to 
cover a couple of pieces. Then 
tie a string to them and lower 
them into the can. Cap the can 
with the plastic lid, leaving the 
string hanging out. After the 
suggested time, pull the pieces 
out and clean them. You can 
use the stripper several times.
